i pos FASCIST invasion of Spain and the Japanese invasion of 
China has brought te light very sharply the need to change 
the Roosevelt-Hull “neutrality” policy. By declaring an embargo 
on war materials to “both sides” in Spain, the American Govern- 
ment has placed an embargo on the Spanish Government which 


demececratic republic of Spain. 

Japanese imperialism is now attacking China's independence. 
To invoke the Neutrality Act against China and Japan would 
also mean direct aia to Japan’s conquest of China. Japam would 
still be able to buy all the American raw materials it needs to 


manufacture munitions, while China, which hasn't got the huge 


war industries that Japan has, would be unable to buy war 
materials it needs to defend its freedom and independence. Thus 
American “neutrality” aids the fascist-military bloc of Germany, 
Italy, and Japan, the chief threat to peace and democracy in the 
world. Such a policy will not keep America out of war; it will 
only help those who are driving toward plunging the entire 
world into war. 

America must have an effective peace policy. It must declare 
an embargo against the war-makers, Germany, Italy, and Japan. 
it must join with ali other powers that desire peace, and give 
every possible aid to the Spanish and Chinese people. It must 
ecliaborate with the Soviet Union, whose peace policy is the 
mightiest bulwark against the warmakers. it must invoke the 
Kellogg Peace Pact against ‘the aggressor nations; that pact “re- 
nounces war as an instrument of national policy.” The Kellogg 
Peace Pact must be strengthened, with teeth in it, to curb the 
aggressors who viclate it, by collective action of those who really 
want peace.

Ship Sabotage Claim 
ls Contradicted 


BALTIMORE, Md.—The small 
loss of life (two dead, two mis- 
sing) when the old sternwheeler 
City of Baltimore burned in 
Chesapeake Bay last week was 
due to the efficiency, skill and 
calm of the crew, according to 
acting Marine Inspection Direc- 
tor H. S. Shepheard. 

The inspector’s praise for the 
crew offered a sharp contrast 
to charges of “strike sabotage” 
by Captain H. C. Brooks of the 
City of Baltimore. Shepheard 
blamed the fire on an explosion 
of alcohol, and members of Con- 
gress severly criticized the ship- 
ment of highly inflammable car- 
go on passenger-carrying vessels,
